How They May Be Made a 
Ssuf cc of RsvMMifk 

That much valuable material Is be- 
ing wasted annually by throwing away 
tomato fweds exU 'oe te d In pulping. 
Sg qp. g tg up a nd ca pning plants is in- 
dleated bygf^ugaudni made by the 
Unltid atatas MputMat of AgrlcuU 
t&e. ^ 

Depar^^t laveetf fators Eave found 
that more than one thousand tons of 
seed are thrown away annually in 
northern tomato-pulping plants, with 
large enough output of seed to pay for 
shl^plni^, and that they may be made 
into edible oil and stock food worth 
about $86,000 (December, 1919). Cost 
of collecting and preparing the seed 
Is est^Biated at about 186^000. Including 
aU praper thatipm aod the eoet 9t the 
necessary equipoMBt Is shrea at aaC 
to exceed $50,000. 

In addition the same plant, which 
wonld ran tuA jnora than five months 
in the year, eooM be ased for the han- 
dling of grape seeds and pumpkin 
seeds, which would distribute the over- 
head and cut down the cost of manu- 
facture of the tomato-seed products.

Hay aeoaw to be holing better 
than any other farm production. 
Alfalfa is worth from $25 to $28 
F. 0. B., and Johnson from $15 
to $17 per ton. These prices still 
carry a splendid net profit, while 
cotton and other things show 
over the left. Our best land 
will easily make four tons of al- 
falfa per acre any average sea- 
son aad tha int eMiag r^ii^MB 
the awtet hi%May. If fatvr 
aera ai iBii pnana was pfiVN- 
ing aUblfi wa vaold nil a 
market for it all. Compaidl to 
the great stretch of coa i iiiyng 
territory the alfalfa acreige is 
only a moderate meadow and it 
ought to all be producing this 
fine hay. Diversified farming is 
coming to the front as fast as 
could be expected in this coun* 
try. Cotton, of course, ia the 
leading crop, aad ofor shjjnws 
all others, bat it caa't bdi ito 
positiim aador tile dreamaHaeso 
and with ao laaay good faflaera 
from tiie Northern atatea foeat* 
ing here. The averag man from 
states north is not cotton enthu- 
siasts, and they are planting oth- 
er crops as well. But little corn 
is planted compared to cotton, 
and yet the Government esti- 
mate for the state is nearly six- 
ty-five aalOioB buabela for Ihia 
year. I prediet tliat it witt doa- 
ble in 1921 and that cotton will 
fall 50 per cent under 
acreage.

tiear New Orleans. 

Osl^laB has Siaeo w rs d that upon 
feetttag the worms certain leaves they 
will respond by spinning certain col- 
ors. FTe has carried out his experi- 
ments until be has the IS varieties of 
food to produce the like number of- 
colors). The silk thus shaded will not 
fade in either water or sunlight. Not 
only Ims in- secured colored silk, bin 
in addition he has increased ttie 
cocoon in size until a single one pro- 
vides 1,800 yards to a strand, and 
there are two strands to a cocoon.

I have Just bad a talk with a Bol- 
shevist soldier, captured by the Poles 

when he was participating In a bold 
scouting enterprise. He is a young 
man tarenty-one years old, coming 
from one of the interior departments 
of Russia. He Is Illiterate and a con- 
firmed Bolshevik. 
Discipline, be said, was very good 

not obey orders because they were or- 
ders, but "as a matter of conscience." 
The military forms of address had 
been abolished and even the office 
ware apofcea to as comrades. Matml- 
ly the soldiers stand at attention be- 
fore their officers; but that was be- 
cau-^L' every soldier in the army fol- 
lows the bidding of bis conscience and 
"it woidd be foolish" not to stand st 
attention before one's commander. 

He had never seen a general or any 
of the higher utlicers, but lie knew the 
commander in chief was called Trotz- 
ky, and that Xhete was another bead 
man. He pondered a moment trying 
to recall who the second one was, aud 
then suddenly remenfbered, "Lenine." 
He knew nothing more about hlnVand 
did not know the names of any other 
commander. 

He kept saying "Everyone on our 
side Is a BolShevik," and seemed to be 
impressed with the great power and 
authority of the BolshevIkL When 
asked who Trotzky was he replied, "A 
very popular Jew." "The Jews are 
much liked in the urmy. They never 
allow thonaelves to be captured. They 
hate the Poles so. and the Poles bate 
them so — and invariably murder them 
— tliat they prefer suicide to being 
made prisoners." — ^rrom the 
Zeitong (Berlin).

There are 
so many Department elerka in 
Washington that jkliay get in 
eaeh other's way, and maay of 
them find it hard to discover inif- 
ficient duties to make any re- 
spectable pretense of work. Of 
course, a great deal of additional 
work is entailed by some of the 
post-war measures — the collec- 
tion of new taxes for instance — 
but there is no occasion for keep- 
ing 75,000 clerks in Washington, 
when ii^stm wee* only 26^000 be- 
fore the war, and 100,000 at the 
busiest time during the war.
